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TRUMAN VETOES 

BILL FOR ENDING 
IRUSTEESHIPS OF 
MAJOR RAILROADS 


Makes Point That Meas- 
ure Fails to Order Im- 
mediate Cut of ‘Grossly 
Excessive Interest Now 
Wasting Funds.’

WASHINGTON, Aug. 14— The 
controversial Wheeler-Reed Rail- 
road Reorganization bill was

vetoed last night by President 
Truman, 

The measure would have 
amended the Interstate Commerce 
Act to permit solvent major rall- 
roads still in the hands of court- 
appointed trustees to end such 
trusteeceships and revert to private 
control under voluntary reorgani- 
zation plan. In St. Louis it would 
have affected three railroads with 
headquarters there-—the Missouri 
Pacific, Frisco and Cotton Balt. 

The President vetoed the mea- 
sure by withholding his signature 
~technically a pocket veto, since 


Congress is in adjournment and 
the allotted 10 days in which to 
sign it after receiving it at the 
White House, expired at mid- 
night last night. He could have 
ignored the mea@fure without ex- 
planation, but followed the prac- 
tice started by President Roose. 
velt, in exercising a pocket veto, 
of issuing an explanatory memo- 
randum citing his reasons, In 
any case, his action automatically 
killed the bill. 

It is possible that the bill will 
be re-introduced at the next seés- 
sion of Congress in January, 

Provisions of Bill, 

As sent to the White House, the 
bill was a compromise of Senate 
and House proposals. Specifically 
it provided that a carrier in bank- 
ruptey might adjust its financial 
obligations if it had earned its 
fixed charges in a seven-year pe- 
riod ending in 1945, and providing 
ite gross operating revenue was 
$50,000,000 or more jn any of the 
calendar years between 1942 and 
1944, inclusive. 

Of far-reaching importance to 
the railroad industry, to railroad 
stock and bondholders, and to fi- 
nancial circles in general, the 
legislation was designed by its 
sponsors to abolish practices under 
which attorneys appointed by fed- 
eral courts as trustees have re- 
ceived large fees over a period of 
many years while the actual 
stockholders, according to the 
bill's supporters, often saw their 
holdings wiped out in favor of a 
few bondholders. 

President Truman, however, 
found what he interpreted = ans 
major defects and weaknesses in 
the measure. 

In his memorandum of disap 
proval he said he was afraid it 
would not accomplish its purpose 
and would not remedy the “im- 
proper control” of carriers fol- 
lowing reorganization,

RAGE NEWS HEAD 
SHOT BY CHICAG 
ASSASSINS. DIES 


James M. Ragen, Way- 
laid June 24, Had Told 
of Capone Syndicate in 
Affidavits. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 14 (AP) 
James M. Ragen, 65 yeara old, 
wealthy racing news publisher 
who recently declared that Al 
Capone atill controlled Chicago 
Rambling and vice, died at 5& 


a.m, today in Michael Reese Hos- 
pital of shotgun wounds inflicted 
by assassins June 24. 

Ragen had told State’s Attorney 
William J. Tuohy he had pre- 
pared and filed away affidavits of 
evidence involving a syndicate 
controlled by “the Capone family,” 
and that the evidence would be 
delivered to Federdi authorities 
in the event of his death, 
Ragen, who defied efforts of 
hoodlums to share in his busi- 
ness, had offered $25,000 reward 
for the arrest and conviction of 
the gunmen who shot him from 
a camouflaged truck. 

Previous Attack Failed, 

A previous attempt on his life 
was made last April 29, Then he 
eluded two gunmen in an auto 
chase on the far South Side, 
where he lived with his wife and 
six sons and daughters, 

The June 24 assault came after 
Ragen, riding alone and trailed 
by his bodyguards, stopped for a 
traffic light, 

An old truck pullqd to the right 
of the guards’ car and halted to 
the right of Ragen’s. Suddenly 
the tarpaulin on the left side of 
the truck was pulled open, Muz- 
gles of two shotguns were thrust 
out and two shots were fired into 
Ragen's car. 

Identity of the assailants has 
not been discovered, 

The day following the shooting 
Tuohy revealed that Ragen, head 
of the Continental Press, a nation- 
wide racing news distribution 
service, had prepared the affida- 
vits against Capone syndicate 
members after a friend advised 
him an attempt would be made 
on his life. 

Tuohy quoted Ragen as saying: 

“I went to the Federal Building 
and talked to a friend..,.. He 
is not in the Justice Department. 
I told him I had enough dope on 


the Capone outfit to send them 
to the penitentiary in a federal 
way and I told him what it was 
and I said IT am not going to leave 
town and I said that maybe I'm 
going to get killed. He said, ‘If 
I were you I would put it in af- 
{idavit form’,” 

Tuohy said Ragen then told him 
he had prepared three affidavits 
and disclosed this to a person

WASHINGTON, Aug. 14—Nego- 
tiated fixed-price contracts with 
war producers were one of the 
prit.cipal avenues through which 


“untold billions” were wasted, in 
the judgment of Comptroller 
General Lindsay C. Warren. 

This account in the _ Post- 
Dispatch series deals with con- 
tra ts of this type—both those 
into originally on that 
basis and those converted from 
to fixed-price 
after work was in progress or 
completed. 

The contract the Army Aljlr 
Forces had with the Army Pro- 
peller Corp., Toledo, O., was origi- 
nally cost-plus but was converted 
later to fixed-price. Auditors of 
the General Accounting Office 
figured the conversion cost the 
Government $1,178,412. 


Terms of Contract. 

As drawn originally, the pro- 
pelle: firm wa to make 17,300 
blades, Estimated cost was §11,- 
495,831. The fixed fee for profit 
and overhead was to be $689,719. 
The “cost” element of the original 
document was subject to adjuat- 
ment, one way or the other, de 
pending on what actual costs 
proved to be, 

Late in January 1943, this con- 
tract was converted to fixed- 
price, retroactive to the beginning. 
The fixed price, to cover every- 
thing, was $11,417,654—substantiai- 
ly less than the estimated price 
on the coat-plus basis; but GAO 
auditors figured that actual costs 
were so much less than original 
estimates that, had the cost-plus 
operation continued, the Air Forces 
would have got their propellers 
for §10,230,241, or $1,178,412 leas 
than they paid under conversion 
to’ fixed-price. 

The difficulty. with the fixed- 
price contract under wartime con- 
ditions is that the urgent need 
for haste rules out competitive 
bide, ordinarily a safeguard 
against excessive payments. In 
wartime the fixed price is arrived 
at, in virtually all cases, by di- 
rect negotiation with one manw 
facturer,. 

Improvement Over Previous Setup 

Similarly the cost-plus-fixed-fee 
is not an ideal contract although 
it is a big improvement over the 
cost-plus-percentage-of-cost agree- 
ment used in World War I. In 
that war the manufacturer could 
be tempted to build up his costs, 
because when the costs went up 
the percentage—his profit—went 
up with it. In this war, manufac- 
turers were tempted to hoard 
manpower because costs meant 
nothing to them and they were 
tempted to allocate to costs over- 
head charges properly charged to 
the fixed fee, 

No one with whom this reporter 
has discussed the problem has 
been willing to propose a way to 
eliminate the evils of the two types 
of contracts in a time when speed 
of production is the all-important 
factor, 

Returning to the propeller con- 
tracta—the conversion was accom- 
plished on a showing by the com- 
pany of what its costs had been. 
But GAO auditors who examined 
the company’s books reported that 
they showed excess costs “through 
write-off of inventory, inclusion 
of excessive training expense, fail- 
ure to account for rejected blades, 
inclusion of substantial amounts 
of capital items, and by giving no 
consideration to expenses treated 
as unallowable in the Army Alr 
Forces audit.” 

The payment under fixed price 
stood. The War Department held 
that it ought not to make the com- 
plete audit which would have 
proved or disproved GAO’s conten- 
tion, 

To this GAO reaponded that ff 
the War Department “made even 
the slightest projections for com- 
parison of costs a determination 
would have shown that true costs 
were considerably under the costs

Slaughter Gives Fields 2 
Hours to Bring in Rec- 
ords on Profit Split— 
Witness Indicates ‘No 


Books.’ 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 14 (AP)— 
Chairman Slaughter (Dem.), Mis- 
sourl, of the House Surplus Prop- 
ery Committee today threatened 
to have Benjamin F. Fields, con- 
tract broker, cited for contempt 
of the House. 

Slaughter told Fields at an ex- 
plosive committee hearing that he 
would recommend such a citation 
unless Fields appeared by 4 p.m. 
with requested records regarding 
a split of profits.in a surplus 
goods sale. 

Aas the hearing broke up tem- 
porarily in an uproar, Fields told 
reporters he would be back at the 
deadline “without the books.” 


Earlier, the committee had told 
Fields to be back at 2 p.m, with 
the files wanted by the committee. 


Identity of ‘John Doe’, 

Fields had teatified at an earlier 
session today that the  profit- 
sharing man whom he had pre- 
viously identified as “John Doe” 
was his former associate, John 
Brunner. 

Fields told the committee he 
now remembered that it was 
Brunner who got a share of ap- 
proximately $1400 :n a $4600 profit 
on sale of some acarce wire 
screening which came from Gov- 
ernment storage. 

Earlier this week he sald he 
could not recall who was the 
“John Doe” listed in his recorda, 
At that time, Fields testified that 
another associate, Glenn A. Dies, 
also got about $1400, 


Slaughter said the, committee 
would continue trying to unweave 
a tangled maze of evidence about 
“dummy corporations” and how 
they helped speculators make 
money on excess war goods. 


‘Hand-Processing’ Barred. 


Two regional WAA directors 
testified today that in their of- 
fices they did riot permit “hand 
processing” of surplus goods con- 
tracts—the way Fields operated. 

Frank L. Seymour and John E, 
Kirchner, WAA directors in New 
York City and Kansas City, Mo., 
respectively, told the committee 
they insisted on procedure which 
prevented use of the “hand-pro- 
cessing” methor of speeding sales, 

Fields had told the committee 
he frequently expedited many of 
his transactions by “taking in 
hand” the papers involved and 
carrying them from office to of- 
fice until the deal was concluded, 

Fields particularly cited his use 
of the “hand-procesaing” method 
in speeding sales through the 
WAA Philadelphia office. It was 
brought out yeaterday that a for- 
mer sales Manager who approved 
two of Fields'’s orders has been 
discharged, 

Other WAA officiala have teatl- 
fied that when the Fields process 
was used it was often impossible 
to keep full records of sales and 
to be certain just who got the 
scarce materials sold.

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BULGARIA SEEKS 

SLIGE OF GREECE: 
PLEA BAUKED BY 
SOVIET UKRAINE 


Minister at Paris Asks for 
Western Thrace, Pleads 
for Co-Belligerent Stat- 
us Despite ‘Shameful’ 
Nazi Pact.

PARIS, Aug. 14 (AP)—Bulgaria 
formally presented a claim to the 
Paris peace conference today for 
the present Greek territory of 
Western Thrace and was sup- 
ported by the Soviet Ukraine dele- 
gate, 

Frankly admitting a “shameful 
alliance” with Germany during 
the war, Bulgarian Foreign Min- 
ister Georgi Koulishev neverthe- 
less maintained that the Bulgar- 
ian Army “did not fight on any 
front against the anti-Hitlerian 


coalition.” He asked that his na- 
tion be accorded the status of an 
Allied co-belligerent, the same as 
that sought yesterday by Roma- 
nia, another defeated German 
satellite, 

Western Thrace is a narrow 
strip of territory along the north- 
ern coast of the Aegean sea which 
Kives Greece a common frontier 
with Turkey. 

D. Manuilsky, chief of the 
Ukraine delegation, charged that 
Greek policy was “instigated from 
abroad” and protested against its 
“demanda for foreign Balkan soll,” 
Saying he supported Bulgarian 
demands for an Aegean outlet, 
Manullaky said he favored a re- 
turn to the Bulgarian frontiers as 
provided in the Treaty of Bucha- 
rest of 1913. This would give Bul- 
garin Western Thrace and the 
present Greek harbor of Alexan- 
droupolis (Dede Apach), 

Anssalla Greek ‘New Deal’. 

Manullsky charged that “one of 
the governments in the Balkan 
area is trying to prevent the paci- 
fication of the Balkans,” and con- 


tinued: 

“One of tadin is endangering 
the peace and the development 
of friendly collaboration among 
the people. I am talking about 
Greece, The Greek delegation 
here is attempting a ‘new deal’ in 
the Balkans—a course which can 
lead only to new conflict and 
war.” 

Wincenty Rzymowsky, chief Po- 
lish delegate, also aserted that 
Bulgaria “deserves an indulgent 
peace,” adding that “Poland ex- 
tends a friendly hand to Bulgaria 
and asks others to do so.” 

Greece swiftly dissented. Its 
chief delegat:, Premier Constan- 
tin Tsaldaris, accused Bulgaria of 
international crimes and declared 
that the draft treaty for the coun- 
try which was allied to Germany 
in the last two wars was “too 
light for a country which asoci- 
ated herself with the German ag- 
gressor,” 

He could not understand, he ex- 
claimed, “this spectacle of a for- 
mer enemy demanding territory 
from one of the Allies.” 

Says Greece Wants Peace. 

He contended Greece was a 
“profoundly pacific and loyal na- 
tion,” desiring only peace and 
friendliness with its neighbors. 

Bulgaria, he said, had invaded 
Greece three times in a genera- 
tion. He accused Bulgarian 
troops of committing atrocities in

Retail Boost Here Coin- 
cides With Rise at New 
York City Docks — Old

An increase of 10 to 13 cents a 
pound in the retail ceiling price on 
coffee, effective immediately, was 
announced today by the Office of |* 
Price Administration, 

The OPA said the increase coin- 
cided with a boost of 8.32 cents a 
pound in cellings on green coffee 
at the dock in New York City. 

Coffee on grocers’ shelves must 
be sold at the old ceiling, how- 
ever, and the increases will be 
permitted only on shipments re- 
ceived at the new, higher prices. 

The range of 10 to 13 cents a 
pound provided in the retail in- 
crease is due to varying methods 
of distribution, Some large chain ‘ 
grocers, it was pointed out, im- 
port and grind their own coffee. 

Also authorized by the OPA to- 
day was a ceiling increase for dry 
edible beans, which will result in 
a boost at retail of about 2 centa 
a pound for red kidney beans and 
a pound for white navy

It will become 
effective as soon as suppliers have

Paper Criticizes 


Authorities 
for Failure to Explain 
Nature of Missiles. 


STOCKHOLM, Aug. 14 (AP)— 
The newspaper Aftonbladet said 
yesterday that a “ghost bomb,” 
burating over a Swedish lake, had 
nearly caused casualties and critl- 
cized military authorities for their 
failure to explain the nature of 
the missiles, which have been re- 
ported almost daily by observers 
for the past two months. 


The paper said two persons 
boating on the lake, in central 
Sweden, were nearly hit by the 
bomb, which burst into many 
parts, 

The paper also reported that a 
rocket had been observed near 
Goeteberg by a group of Boy 
Scouts, who saw the flying mis- 
nile turn and then return to its 
original course. 

(From Copenhagen came the 
firat report of a “ghost rocket” ex. 
plosion over Denmark. Briand 
Jensen, a night watchman in 
Struer, Weat Jutland, sald he saw 
a speeding missile, approaching 
from the northeast, explode with a 
blinding flash.) . 

Swedish military authorities 
said yesterday they had received 
no tangible proof that the frequent 
celestial phenomena observed over 
the country resulted from foreign 
experiments with aerial missiles, 

In retort, Aftonbladet sald “it 
ought to be possible to state 
whether they are meteors or not, 
and if they are rockets, one should 
be caught.” 

The paper added that if they 
were rockota and of Russian orl- 
gin, as has been suggested, there 
were two possible explanations for 
their appearance over Sweden: 

1, Sweden tia = syatematically 
being dotted in on a Russian ar- 
tillery map.” 

2. “Sweden ia ebing used as an 
object of demonatration, directed 
not at us, but to the big world.”

Poland Opposes Portugal. 
Poland's representative, Jerzy 


| Michalowski, led the Soviet-sup- 


|} ported opposition to Portugal 
the declaration 
that the Warsaw government be- 
lieved the Portuguese people were 
“undoubtedly peace-loving” - but 
that Portugal was “still harboring 
German war criminals and Ger- 
man assets.” 

Michalowsk! said the Portu- 
guese government was closely re- 
lated ideologically to the Franco 
government in Spain, which is 
barred from United Nations mem- 
bership, and had been related to 


Axis governments. 

Portugal was tentatively op- 
posed also by Mexico, whose rep- 
resentative, Carlos Peon del Valle, 
urged close examination of the 
Portuguese application. Portugal 
is supported by Britain, the United 
States, France, Brazil, China and 
the Netherlands. 

e Soviet representative, Alexe! 
N. Kraailnikov, in sessions of the 
last two days, has said merely 
that Moscow has no diplomatic 
relations with Portugal, Erle, 
Trans-Jordan and Siam and can- 
not support them for membership, 

On the applications of Sweden 
and Iceland, Krasilnikov reserved 
the right to reopen discussion. 
The Polish delegate, while indors- 
ing Sweden tentatively, said he 
awaited instructions on how to 


vote, 
French-Siam War. 


The Siamesse application was 
Opposed by French representative 
F. De Rose, who told the com. 
mittee France considered a de 
facto state of war existed be- 
tween his Government and Siam. 

He said France opposed Siam 
not because of the frontier terri- 
torial dispute, which has been 
submitted to the Security Coun- 
cil for arbitration, but because of 
Siamese aggression in 1940 
against Indochina, 

De Rose referred to the Japa- 
nese-dictated 1941 treaty which 
gave Siam two chunks of Indo- 
china, in Camboda and Laos. 

“In the opinion of the French 
Government,” De Rose said, “it 
would not be fit for Siam, by its 
admission into the United Na- 
tions,, to receive an acquittal of 
its policy of aggression in the 
past before having proved by 
deeds its willingness to repair the 
damages it has caused,” 

The Siamese application had 
the support of China, Britain and 
the United States. Australia and 
the Netherlands expressed “em. 
barrassment” over the fact that 
a United Nations member con- 
sidered itself atill at war with 
Siam and said they would wel- 
come further information on the 
progress of negotiations which De 
Rose said were under way be- 
tween France and the Bangkok 
Government,

Negotiations to Cover 16,- 
000 International Em. 
ployes— Workers’ 
President Comes Here. 


Negotiations for a new contract 
to cover about 16,000 employes of 
the International Shoe Co, who are 
members of the CIO United Shoe 
Workers of America opened here 
today, 

The present contract will expire 
Aug. 31. It covers employes in 
plants located in St. Louls, out 
state Missouri, Illinois and New 
Hampshire, 

Frank J. McGrath of Washing- 
ton, international president of the 
union, Was in St. Louis to super 
vise the negotiations for his or- 


ganization. He came here inatead 
of attending the CIO wage policy 
conference beginning In Washing- 
ton tomorrow because of recent 
labor trouble at the shoe company, 

No specific new wage demands 
will be made until CIO policy has 
been enunciated in Washington, 
McGrath said, The shoe workers 
demands will conform with the 
national CIO program, he added. 

More than 4000 members of the 
shoe workers’ union forced a shut- 
down of the company's manufac- 
turing plants here from July 29 to 
Aug. 9 when they refused to cross 
picket lines established by the CIO 
Retail, Wholesale and Department 
Store Union. 

On the day before the shoe 
workers returned to their joba the 
Wage Stabilization Board in 
Washington approved, retroactive 
to June 3, an increase of 7 cents

In addition to the 16,000 mem-

He proposed that the confer- 
ence invite Romania to nominate 
delegates for negotiations with 
Hungary, and. “if these direct ne- 
gotiations should fail, the confer- 
ence would appoint a commission 
to examine the case and make 
proposals to the Big Four Foreign 
Ministers.” 

Gyoengyoes! also warned that 
the expulsion of the Hungarian 
minority from Czechoslovakia 
would “constitute moral and polli- 
tical iniquity and would place an 
insoluble economic problem upon 
Hungary.” 

Austria applied today for per- 
mission to present its views to the 
peace conference, particularly re- 
garding the italian frontier, A 
plenary session probably will con- 
gider the request this week. 

Koulishevy maintained that 32, 
000 Bulgarian soldiers were killed 
fighting against the Germans in 
Serbia, Hungary, Austria and 
Macedonia, a fact which, he said, 
had been recognized by Soviet 
Prime Minister Stalin in an order 
of the day. 

This, he declared, “in some 
measure helped to repair the dam- 
age caused by the Hitlerian clique 
which had power in Bulgaria at 
the beginning of the war.” 

For this reason, Koulishev add- 
ed, “the Bulgarian people find it 
difficult to understand why we 
are described in the peace treaty 
as ‘ex-enemies’ 

“Italy,” he declared, “was the 
first ally of Hitlerian Germany, 
but she has been officially de- 
acribed as a ‘co-belligerent.’ Should 
the facts that I have given not 
give Bulgaria the right to be con- 
sidered as a ‘co-belligerent’ coun- 
try?” 

He gave the historical back- 
ground of Greek and Bulgarian 
territorial claims in the Balkans. 

“Parts of Bulgaria, notably 
Western Thrace, were ceded to 
Greece and prevented access to 
the Aegean sea after the First 
World War,” he said. “Today the 
Greeks are again claiming one- 
tenth of Buigarian territory, 
where there is not one Greek vil- 
lage.” 

He asserted that “the fact that 
Southern Bulgaria is deprived of 
its coastline, obviously robbing 
Bulgaria of its essential and geo- 
graphical lines of communication 
with the outside world ..  facili- 
tated Germany, economic and po- 
litical penetration into our coun- 
try.” 

Byrnes's office, meanwhile, made 
public an exchange of correspond- 
ence between Byrnes and Dr. Ev- 
erett.

Pope Opposes Terrorism in Pales- 
tine, He Tells Arabs, 
VATICAN CITY, Aug. 14 (AP)

The invitation to the 
conference was considered at a 
round table meeting of the For- 
eign Ministers of Egypt, Iran, 
Irag, Yemen, Trans-Jordan, Leban- 
on, Syria and Saudi Arabia, 

A Foreign Office spokesman 
said there probably would be 
two sets of discussions, one with 
the Arabs and one with the Jews, 
A Jewish Agency spokesman

or ceremonial suicide, 

This idea was not new. Two 
years earlier, when the United 
States began its counter-offensive 
in the Pacific and China refused 
to negotiate for peace, some Jap- 
anese leaders advocated war with [A 
the Soviet Union, They were will- 
ing to throw Japan into a “glori- 
ous” annihilation by seeking to 
show that it took all the rest of 
the world to defeat it, Their plan 
was to mobilize the entire Jap- 
anese people as a nation of Kami- 
kazes, or “divine wind" suicide 
fighters, 

The first “flash” of the Rus- 
sian declaration of war was 

licked up at 3 a.m. Aug. 9% A 
ew minutes later the Kwantung 
Army (the Japanese forces in 
Manchuria) sent out a communi- 
que saying the Russians were 
attacking. 

Shock to Japan. 

The Russian action came as a 
paralyzing shock, The Foreign

The initial reaction of Premier 
Kantaro Suzuki waa that resigna- 
tion of himself and his cabinet 
was called for, since the plan to 
end the war not only had failed 
but had backfired with explosive 
force. Susuki finally decided, how- 
ever, that the situation was too 
desperate to permit formation of 
a new cabinet, 

Foreign Minister Shigenor! Togo 
thereupon went to the imperial 
palace, at sunrise, to report to 
Emperor Hirohito the latest de- 
velopments. He was followed soon 
by Suzuki with a supplementary 
report,

The GI in Politics 

The active interest which Gis ‘are taking in 
politics in Tennessee, Georgia, North Carolina 
and Arkansas, with the avowed intention of 
overturning machine rule and other undemo- 
cratic practices, is commendable in its broad as- 
pect, but there are serious questions as to the 
specific method, 

It is highly understandable that these and 
other veterans have come back to their country 
fired with a determination to make democracy 
work. So far, so good. In the particular case 
of the Athens (Tenn.) election, the veterans used 
violence, which could not be condoned, though 
their purpose was good, and was achieved. 

There is a still deeper objection to the method 
the Gls are pursuing, and that is that they are 
doing as veterans what they should be doing 
purely as good citizens. They should be joining 
all other good citizens who are interested in the 
same Causes, 

There is plenty of place for political activity 
in this country by good citizens who happen at 
the same time to be veterans, civilians, Catho- 
lics, Elks, Jews, Southerners, Freemasons, Ne- 
groes, non-believers and non-joiners, Anglo- 
Saxons, Irishmen and all others. There is no 
place for setting off politically any one group 
of citizens against other groups of citizens, and 
while the Gls probably do not intend anything 
of that sort, that is what will happen if veterans 
insist on maintaining the identity of veterans— 
rather than merely of good citizens—when they 
engage in political action. 

Any one of several things might happen if GIs 

insisted on taking separate political action from 
other good citizens, One is that they might be 
roped in by one or another of the native Fascist 
groups that are out to ensnare their votes and 
influence. 
\ Father Coughlin, Joe McWilliams, Gerald L. 
K. Smith and Edward J, Smythe, among others, 
would.like to take veterans in tow. So would the 
Christian Front, the American Order of Patriots, 
the Southern Defenders, the Christian Brother- 
hood of War Veterans, George Washington's 
Bodyguards, the Legion of Christ, and the Sons 
of Robert E. Lee. The political Barnums are 
operating on the theory that there is a veteran 
discharged every minute. Hence the multiplicity 
of their traps and the eagerness with which they 
are laying them, 

Another danger is that if GIs make themselves , 
a group apart, they may unwittingly cause the 
rise of an opposite group with no better reason 
for existence than that it is anti-GI. It would 
be a disastrous mistake for veterans and non- 
veterans to be pitted against each other. 

The American Veterans Committee, seeing the 
dangers, adopted as its slogan “Citizens First, 
Veterans Second,” and wrote into the preamble 
of its constitution the determination “to resist 
and defeat all attempts to create strife between 
veterans and non-veterans.” 

If all veterans can see the dangers and obviate 
them, and at the same time retain their zeal to do 
something about political inertia in their nation, 
they can become the yeast that will set up a 
ferment in the whole lump. But they will be 
able to do it well only if they keep in mind that 
in American politics there is only one proper di- 
viding line—between good citizens and bad. 
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Who Will Eat Meat? 


Presumably members of the Price Decontrol 
Board were not greatly surprised to hear that 
the American Meat Institute, an organization of 
packers, opposes a return to price control over 
meat, Packers are in business for profit; higher 
prices mean higher profits. 

How packers rationalize their self-interest has 
a limited significance, They say there is more 
meat available in butcher shops today, without 
price control, This is true, of course, partly be- 
cause prices are too high for many people to 
pay. It also is true, in comparison with the days 
just before the expiration of the old OPA, be- 
cause at that time méat was being withheld will- 
fully in expectation of higher profits. 

A beef producer, with equally apparent self- 
interest, told the Decontrol Board that beef will 
move through black-market channels if controls 
are re-established. The board should not be 
intimidated by threats to violate the law. 

In the name of the harried consumer, the De- 
control Board should return meat to the OPA 
control lists, The best argument for this is 
found in the mounting grocery bills faced by 
every householder in the mation, Control of 
meat prices should then be enforced——by prompt 
and vigorous prosecutions of violators and by 
the refusal of consumers to pay prices above 
OPA cellings.,

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Russia and the Dardanelles 

The Russian proposal for revision of the Mon- 
treux Convention is a measure of the deteriora- 
tion of international confidence since even so 
unfavorable a year as 1936. That year the Con- 
vention was signed against a backdrop of the 
Italian campaign in Abyssinia, It recognized 
Russia's geographical claim to special considera- 
tion in the Dardanelles, but gave Turkey the 
specific right to defend the straits, which con- 
nect the Black Sea with the Mediterranean. 

Since 1936, relations between Turkey and Rus- 
sia have worsened considerably, Russia's interest 
in extending her power in the Middle East 
has meanwhile quickened, Russia's demand for 
what amounts to military control of the Darda- 
nelles was to be expected. 

Russia has been trying to gain “a window on 
the Mediterranean” since 1699, when Peter the 
Great began somewhat timid-——and unsuccessful 
~«negotiations with the haughty rulers of the 
©ttoman Empire. Great Britain's interest, if 
slightly more recent, is none the lesa real; 
Britain can be expected to strive to maintain her 
Eastern Mediterranean bastions so long as she 
can. 

Turkey herself has shown a shrewd ability to 
drive diplomatic bargains through the fissures 


between the greater powers and probably will. 


continue to do so, It is a three-cornered tug-of- 
war over a pivotal point in world strategy. 
Turko-Russian control over the straits would 
be a one-sided farce, What is called for ia real 
international control, including participation by 
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all the major powers and the interested smaller 
powers, of whom Turkey is one and Greece 
another, Russia could be assured a Mediter- 
ranean window without endangering the peace 
of the world. 
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Notes on a Regular Guy 

Of the more than §$200,000,000 which the 
Comptroller General's office has been able, 
with all the limitations placed on its authority, 
to recover from arms contractors, more than 
$14,000,000 represents sums for which the Con- 
solidated Vultee Corp. improperly billed the 
Government. The Comptroller General got back 
from Consolidated Vultee nearly $10,000,000 on 
one item of airplane parts for which the Treas- 
ury had paid twice. 

Slovenly bookkeeping, to put it mildly, The 
interesting thing about it, however, is that it took 
place in a corporation a director of which is 
one of President Truman's great financial ex- 
perts, For it just happens that one of Consoll- 
dated Vultee’s directors is George Allen, the 
Booneville, Miss., boy who hit the big time in 
Washington and New York. The former court 
clown is now a director of the Reconstruction 
Finance Corp., and according to Time Magazine, 
the chairmanship of the RFC is his for the ask- 
ing when the present aging chairman steps down, 

Yet it would hardly appear that a director of 
a corporation which overcharges a customer 
$10,000,000 at one stroke is the man to straighten 
out the affairs of the RFC. As for that matter, 
it might seem slightly inappropriate that a man 
who is a director of Consolidated Vultee and of 
more than 20 other large corporations should be 
on the RFC board at all, 

The RFC has a resource potential of 14 billion 
dollars, and it lends billions to business firms. 
A nod of the head on the part of a politically 
influential member of the RFC board could 
switch business patronage worth millions, 

George Allen has a picture of President Tru- 
man, autographed: “My very best to a regular 
guy, my friend George Allen.” Presumably, as 
“a regular guy,” George Allen has a score of 
other pictures autographed by such men as Tom 
Girdler and Victor Emanuel, who early discerned 
his talents and made him their protege on the 
boards of Consolidated Vultee, Aviation Corp, 
and Republic Steel. 

Now there is a place for a “regular guy.” He 
is good on fishing trips, at poker parties and for 
the highballs just before dinner. But the place 
for George Allen is not on the RFC, 
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Russia has selected a London agent for its 
furs. We presume this is the fur that it is cur- 
rently making fly. 
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A Banker With Vision 


A Federal Reserve Bank has a broad public 
charter that is a challenge. The bank can 
accept the restrictions of traditional finance, or 
it can search afield for possibilities for regional 
service. In St. Louls the Federal Reserve Bank 
has met the challenge, under the leadership of 
Chester Davis, The bank is quietly promoting a 
regional soil conservation program. 

Soil is national wealth, and wealth that we 
Americans have royally wasted, The amount of 
land that already has followed or threatens to 
follow the plow into erosion and sterility is 
equal in extent to three states the size of Illinois. 
Mr. Davis's bank is trying to halt the trend in 
this area, 


The Federal Reserve Bank is encouraging local | 


bankers to lend money to farmers who present 
an approved plan for soll conservation. This 
means balanced farming. And in the one-crop 
areas of the Southern border states in this re- 
serve district it should mean a more balanced 
economy. But if conservation loans are unique, 
they also are gilt-edged financing. Is it better 
to put money on a mortgage based on uncertain 
crops and thinning soil, or on a farm with plans 
for steady land improvement and safe crop di- 
versity? 

Chester Davis has put a vision of public serv- 
ice into banking. By doing that, he has incor- 
porated his bank into the life of the Mississippi 
Valley, 
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The trouble with the Government's prefabri- 
cated housing program is that it has been pre- 
shrunk, 


A Legacy of Clairvoyance 

Modern man, as H. G. Wells often said, is en- 
gaged in a race between education and disaster. 
The great British novelist and historian died 
yesterday in London at the age of 79. How 
nearly disaster had won the race before Wells 
relinquished the role of interested spectator 
could be realized only by one who had shared 
with him his twilight years in a blitzed and 
robot-bombed London, 

Wells was a man obsessed by the future, As 
early as 1908, the year before Bleriot flew across 
the English Channel, he had anticipated in his 
novels both aerial warfare and the atomic bomb. 
In 1933 he predicted World War II, set the date 
within a few months of the actual opening of 
hostilities and included war between the United 
States and Japan in his prevision. 

The legacy of clairvoyance left by H. G. Wells 
goes far beyond our own day, He saw the disin- 
tegration of western civilization ahead, the decay 
of cities, the breakdown of law. In the “rugged 
individualism” of men, in their pride, arrogance 
egotism and vanity he saw ahead a time of war, 
pestilence and famine, when nomadic bands 
would roam the earth, grubbing a meager suste- 
nance from the roots in the ground, 

Yet the Wellsian vision of “The Shape of 
Things to Come” was not without hope. Disas- 
ter will win the first lap, said Wells, but man is 
able to learn-—-the hard way. By 1965, he pre- 
dicted, the first shadowy outlines of the World 
State would appear and by 1978 world govern- 
ment would have become a fact. Within a half 
a century after that the rebuilding of our cities 
would be well under way. 

This was H. G. Wells's outline of the history 
of the future. Perhaps it is as well that he can- 
not live to see whether and to what extent it 
comes to pass.

False Economy in Government

Big business of government is run with men compensated largely by 
altruism, writer says; many fine officials have quit for higher-pay- 
ing private jobs; trend is costly to efficient management of public 
affairs; it would be real economy to raise civil service salaries,

The resignation of Harold L. Ickes as 
Secretary of the Interior brought forth con- 
siderable newspaper and radio comment, 
and naturally so. Many other resignations 
from the federal service take place every 
day without coming to the public's atten- 
tion, yet in the aggregate and in the long 
run they are of greater importance. Mr. 
Ickes would probably be the first to agree. 


Examples oan bo cited in great number. 
Take Daniel W. Bell for one. Last Decem- 
ber, when he gave up his post as Under 
Secretary of the Treasury, the then Secre- 
tary, Mr. Vinson, said he was simply ir- 
replaceable. 


The resignations of competent civil serv- 
ants are commonplace, though few are re- 
ported in the newspapers. Perhaps you 
noted the resignation of Isidor Lubin from 
the post of Commissioner of Labor Sta- 
tistics. He was a trusted adviser to both 
Presidents Roosevelt and Truman, He 
joined a commercial research firm. 


Oscar Cox, another unpublicized civil 
servant, resigned only a few weeks earlier. 
Cox's genius worked out the legal basis for 
lend-lease, Throughout the war his was 
the master mind which guided economic 
aid to our allies, He realigned to enter pri- 
vate law practice, 


Drain on Civil Servants 


Or did you ever hear of Harold Graves, a 
civil servant for more than 20 years before 
he resigned unnoticed in 19447? His last job 
was to reorganize the Bureau of Internal 
Revenue to take on the herculean task of 
collecting withholding (income) taxea from 
some 20,000,000 new taxpayers. It was anid 
to be impossible but Graves did it. Then 
he resigned and accepted a job an general 
manager of a small radio station. 


And surely you never heard of John Col- 
lines, Collina spent 10 years in the United 
States Employment Service climbing to the 
very top by dint of hard work and unusual 
ability. A few months ago he left to join 
the personnel staff of Macy's, 


The public business needs the genius of 
the Coxes and the Lubins, and the sheer, 
ateady non-political competence of men like 
Graves and Collins. A national postal de- 
partment requires no leas managerial genius 
than the Western Union telegraph system, 
It takes just as much administrative ca- 
pacity to operate a national old-age insur- 
ance system for 60,000,000 insured persons 
as to run a private life insurance company 
for half that many policy-holders, 

Yet the Government tries to get and hold 
the competent executives it needs for these 
and other posta at salaries substantially less 
than executives in private business receive, 
The Government is finding it more diffi- 
cult to do so, to the public's great: loss, 


A Free Training School 


The government experts are not money- 
mad; they are not always after the huge 
salaries of private enterprise; but with the 
satisfaction of working for the public weal 
they would like more equitable compensa- 
tion. 

Several industries, as a consequence, re- 
ly on the taxpayers to train many of their 
future executives, Take, for example, the 
H. J. Heinz Co, Within the past decade 
ihia company has taken a succession of 
men from the Department of Agriculture. 
But these men who went into the pickle 
business are only a few of the highly com- 
petent scientists who resigned. 


President Truman recently complained 
that he spends a third of his time trying 
to induce men who earn more than he can 
offer, to take important governmental joba, 
and convincing men now in government to 
remain in low-salaried public jobs a little 
longer. That is eloquent testimony to the 
seriousness of the problem. But all heads 
of federal departments face the same sit- 
uation, 


Equal Ability, Unequal Pay 


Cheater Bowles, then Koonomic Stabiliga- 
tion Director, told the House Civil Service 
Committee that government must find a 
way to retain ite ableat people. A former 
advertising executive himself, he can judge 
Government executives and Government 
Salaries against the background of his ex- 
perience in business, 


He testified that the Government cannot 
retain men of the requisite ability at pres- 
ent salaries, Government employes, on the 
average, he contended, hold their own in 
any comparison with those of private in- 
dustry—but are paid markedly less. 


The following day, Atom-Bomb Gen. 
Groves voiced similar views. The United 
States cannot maintain world leadership 
in scientific developments, Gen. Groves de- 
clared, unless government salaries for aci- 
entiats of all sorta are materially increased, 


Recently Congress revised federal em- 
ployes’ salaries upward. It was at firat 
proposed that the ceiling on executives’ sal- 
aries be raised from $10,000 to $15,000. The 
cost to taxpayers would have been about 
$3,000,000 per annum-—leas than two-tenthas 
of 1 per cent of the present payroll for all 
federal employes. But Congress in its in- 
finito wisdom decided again that no fed- 
eral executive, no matter how important 
his responsibilities, can be worth more than 
$10,000, 


A Question for Taxpayers 


The taxpayer's stake in this question is 
not one of larger taxes, but one of efficient 
management of the services he expects. Not 
infrequently, some federal executives are 
called upon to make decisions that will 
save or waste more than the total annual 
cont of adequate salarioa, 


Private business ia conducted, by and 
large, on the theory that whatever you pay 
for a truly competent executive ia little 
enough. Public business will never com- 
pete on these terms, But it will suffer if 
executives’ compensation is not raised suf- 
ficiently to retain the men who want to 
serve the common weal so long as they can 
provide reasonably for their families, 

The North Dakota merchant, the Tennes- 
see sharecropper and the Boston cab-driver 
must come to realige that $15,000 may be 
a lot of money but a government run by 
men worth less than that is effecting no 
real economy, 

At present we are running the big bual- 
ness of government with men who are 
largely compensated by the satisfaction of 
their own altruisms. There are too few 
competent men who will work for such 
natisfaction and leas than $10,000 a year.

On the Canyon’s Rim 


LISTEN, BRIGHT ANGEL, Bg Edwin Cerle. (Dwell, 


Sioan & Pearce, New York.) 

Anyone who has booked the Grand 
Canyon of the Colorado River on his itiner- 
ary of America ought to find his enjoy- 
ment of thig tremendous natural wonder 
much enhanced by reading “Listen, Bright 
Angel.” Corle is an enthusiastic devotee of 
the canyon and the rowdy river that carved 
it mile-deep literally in the rocks of ages. 
To pay homage to it, he has gathered ty 
this book the lore of the canyon from the 
beginning, both its geological and its human 
hiatory, 

If anything, he Is a trifle too over- 
whelmed with his devotional task. One al- 
most gathers that the nebula which became 
the earth wrenched itself loose from the 
sun with the express purpose of forming 
the Grand Canyon, And the reader may 
have to open wide to awallow the author's 
personalizing of the river: “Nobody thought 
in advance that the beast had never seen 
a girl before, that he would study here for 
a long time, and that finally he would take 
a wife.” 
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Skirting these peaks of passionate prose, 
one finds on the whole an absorbing story. 
Geologically, the canyon reveals the history 
of the earth from the igneous rocks which 
formed the first crust up through all but 
the Jast two eras—and the records of these 
two lie within a day's drive of the canyon. 

Ancient, too, as Corle points out, is the 
canyon in terms of American history. The 
first white men, Spaniards under Don Gar- 
cia Lopez de Cardenas, looked into the 
Grand Canyon more than 400 years ago. 
In 1776, two Spanish priests, Escalante and 
Dominguez, after treking almost as far 
north ag the present Wyoming, miraculous- 
ly managed to ferd the river in the depths 
of the canyon at a point called “El Vado 
de los Padres” (“Crossing of the Fathers”).

In combat for 171 consecutive days from 
the Siegfried Line to the Elbe, the Eighty- 
fourth, or “Rail-splitter”’ Division, saw al. 
most every type of land warfare—defensive, 
offensive break-through, river crossing and — 
fortified position. It won its share of 
commendations, citations and medals. The 
author makes the moat of these facts with- 
out falling into the common divisional his- 
tory faults of overplaying them. 

Possibly the Eighty-fourth is unique in 
the methods it followed in assembling its 
history. As soon as the Rail-splitters went 
into combat, they formed their own hie 
torical section, Section members were oid 
to get their material dinect from the source 
and hot from the source 

They did—from Private to General. Hun- 
dreds of pages of such interviews, prac- 
tically all gathered while the unit was 
fighting or within a few hours after its 
relief, were boiled down to the essence. 

The typography is beautiful, photographe 
are well chosen, the writing ia clean-cut 
and the drawings, by Sgt. W. H. Chapman, 
n combat artist, are excellent.

First Fruits of Peace-Making

AST Saturday the United Nations finally got down to the work 
This was about a year after the last enemy 


collapsed, many months after limited peace talks had started 


and 12 days after the European Peace Conference in Paris allegedly 


began, 


The representatives of the 21 
countries admitted to the work of 
making peace in Europe spent the 
first two weeks in an entirely 
superfluous rhetoric intended for 
home consumption and in an 
irritable bickering about matters 
of procedure, all whereof ought 
normally to have been the matter 
of a single sension, 


Shape of Europe to Come, 

But—as atated above-last Sat, 
urday the Italian Prime Minister 
‘Alcide de Gasperi climbed to the 
speaker's rostrum within the 
ornate half of the Luxembourg 
Palace—and real peace-making 
began. 

With the appearance of De Gas- 
sperl, the interest of the confer- 
ence shifted from the duel be- 
tween Anglo-Saxon and Russian 
blocs, which characterizes’ the 
present postwar period, to the 
first concrete settlement. This 
settlement is temporarily outlined 
in the so-called draft treaty with 


Italy. 

This was produced by the repre- 
gentatives of the United Btaten, 
Great Britain, the Soviet Union 
and France, who have arrogated 
to themselves the final say as to 
the shape of the coming Europe. 
In the course of several months 
the so-called Conference of 
Foreign Ministers of the Four 
Powers hammered out a document 
compounded of political rivalry 
and expediency spiked with just 
a flavor of moral principle. 

Small wonder that the result is 
pleasing to nobody. The Amert- 
cans are apologetic. The British 
press is mostly hostile, The French 
are cynically reserved, The 
Soviets, through their Yugoslav 
patellites, are shrilly critical, Last 
Saturday, De Gasperit character- 
ized the draft treaty as “extreme- 
ly harsh.” 


An Italian Pleads. 

"Doe not.” De Garaperi warned 
the delegates of the 21 nations, 
“be In a hurry to fall into an ir- 
reparable error.” 

The Italian delegate then pro- 

ceded to criticize the draft treaty 
on several counts. He found it 
failed to take adequate account of 
Italy's merita as a co-belligerent 
country after 1943. He found the 
economic and disarmament provi- 
sions overly severe. He found the 
echeme for redrawing the Italo- 
Yugoslav frontier and the inter- 
nationalization of Trieste intoler- 
able, 
He {tneinuated that Italy should 
retain trusteeahip over the former 
italian colonies. Finally, he prayed 
the Conference to “trust and give 
breath to the Italian Republic 
within the framework of a general 
and durable peace.” 


This writer doesn't share De Gas- 
peri's main thesis that the present 
draft treaty is “harsh.” Compared 
with what Fascist Italy might 
have expected on the basis of 23 
years of intolerable conduct under 
Mussolini, culminating in particl- 
pation in Hitler's war, the present 
terms are mildness itself. 

Even compared with the treat- 
ment of the vanquished in 1919, 
the present arrangement is mercl- 
ful. At Saint-Germain, the van- 
quished Austrians waited for their 
fate behind barbed wire, under the 
guard of Itallan soldiers, The 
officer who commanded the Itallan 
guards, the Marquis Meli Lumi di 
Soragna, is now secretary of the 
Italian delegation in Paris. He 
enjoys a liberty of movement and 
a goneral consideration which was 
singularly lacking in 1019. 

Nonetheless, this writer agrees 
with De Gasperl in condemning 
the present draft treaty. Niccolo 
Machiavelli stated as a political 
axiom that peace terms should 
either be harsh enough to crush 
the beaten enemy or mild enough 
to reconcile him, In modern 
terms, this means that a peace 
settlement should either be rigidly 
according to priniciple or work- 
able, . 


A Divided World. 


The present draft treaty Is 
neither, In the east, it violates 
the principle of nationality to 
Italy’s detriment, In the north— 
in not restoring South Tyroleans 
to Austria—it violates the same 
principle. In the west, the small 
territories transferred to France 
are sufficient to irritate the Ital- 
jane without giving the French 
adequate benefits, 

The amount of reparations to 
be collected, while far from ade- 
quate to compensate for the dam- 
age done by Italy, are far too 
heavy to be paid by a ruined 
country, accepted in 1943 as a co- 
belligerent, over a hundred thou- 
sand of whose partisan soldiers 
and sailors died fighting on our 
side, Finally, the international- 
ization of Trieste—admirable in a 
harmonious world—seems almost 
sure to create trouble in a world 
divided into contending foviet 
and democratic spheres of influ- 
ence, 


Therefore, thia writer has amall 
faith in the draft treaty with 
Italy and hopes that, thanks to 
the efforta of the 21, or to a bet- 
ter insight on the part of the Big 
Four, it will be modified. 


In any cane, this first effort at 
concrete peace-making remains a 
test case as to what extent the 
Big Four intend to be influenced 


by public opinion and by the 
views of their lesser allies,

He Forecast Atomic Bomb 
in 1914— Memorial 
Service Planned. 


LONDON, Aug. 14 (UP)—The 
body of H. G, Wells will be cre- 
mated Friday. at 2 p.m, in a pri- 
vate ceremony at Golder's Green 
Crematorium, it wag disclosed to- 
day, 

Wells, author, historian and 
critic, died at hia London home 
yesterday at the age of 79. 

Plans for a memorial service 
open to friends and admirers were 
being discussed, 

Wells, whose books populariz- 
ing hiatory and asacience became 
worldwide best sellers, had been 
“in failing health for a consider- 
able time,” a statement issued by 
his secretary said. He had gsuf- 
fered for many years from di- 
abetes, 

Much of Wells's work was 
touched with prophecy. In 1914 he 
wrote “The World Set Free,” 
which predicted the coming of the 
atomic bomb, In another work 13 
years ago he wrote of harnessing 
atomic power, and said that “by 
the autumn of 1954, a gigantic re- 
placement of industrial methods 
and machinery was in progress all 
about the habitable globe.” 


Despite his failing health, Wells 
continued to write as he ap- 
proached his eightieth birthday, 
Sept. 21. Recently he had been 
working on a screen scenario, 
“The Way the World Is Going.” 
He was perhaps most widely 
known for his “Outline of His- 
tory,” published in 1920,

tains detailed information about the 
issuer of the security and its business. 
As a general rule, no prospectus is 
required in a stock exchange trans- 
action, but the reports are available 
at the New York Stock Exchange. 
As in the case of new securities, the 
Commission’s only power with re- 
spect to registration is to see that 
the required information about the 
issuer has been publicly disclosed, 


Do you think either the Securities 
and Exchange Commission or the 
New York Stock Exchange estab- 
lishes or controls prices at which 
securities are sold on the Exchange? 


Neither the Commission nor the 
New York Stock Exchange sets 
prices or determines values. Only 
buyers and sellers, acting in the light 
of their own needs, knowledge and 
opinion, decide the price of securities 
traded on the Exchange.

By Deep Bass Voice

N music the bass singer usually does the dirty 
work and the tenor takes the bows, The bass 
and his friends resent this, for to them it is 
an inversion of the natura] order, They regard 
the bass part as the 
real filling in the 
pie, the powder in 
the shotgun, the 
muscle under the 
flesh, the keystone 
in the arch, the 
foundation and true 
glory of the muasl- 

cal art. 


When they listen 
to a male quartet 


they know where 
the power comes 
from, It is not the 
tenor who shakes 
the  floor- boards 
and makes the 
CHARLES GOODWIN chandeliers dance, 
THE (BASS) VOICE, But it is usually 


the tenor who releases the final note with a 
amile and a toss of the head just as if he had 
pulled off the whole thing by himself. 

In opera or operetta it is the same or worse. | 
The tenor gets the girl and the bass is cast as a 
hired assassin, a second grave digger or as the 
heroine's aged uncle. It is not always so, of | 
course, but it occurs too often for those who be- 
lieve that the bass voice is the true symbol of 
masculine virility.

THESE FRIENDS of the true-bass, as dis- 
tinguished from the near-bass or baritone, had 
a field day last week when the Municipal Opera 
presented Robin Hood, The cause of their’ ex- 
citement was a singer named Charles Goodwin, 
who sang the part of Will Scarlet, the melodious 
blacksmith. Mr, Goodwin's unpretentious phy- 
sique was no preparation for what he produced, 
He looked like any other paid-up member of the 
Actors’ Equity until he opened his mouth and 
then it was as if the Winds of the Caribbees had 
accommodated itself, for the moment, to the 
tempered scale. 

He laid a foundation that would have sup- 
ported the musical equivalent of the Empire 
State Building. His ensemble work, alone, would 
have satisfied. the connoisseurs in the audience, 
but what brought them to their knees—in a man- 
net of speaking—and made them caat significant 
giances at one another was “The Armorer’s 
Song.” 
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THIS WAS not just singing—it was bass sing- 
ing. The distinction may be lost on those who 
listen casually, but it means everything to the 
Friends of the True-Bass,. There are songs which 
can be transposed freely into any key and there 
are songs which only a bass can sing. “Drink to 
Me Only With Thine Eyes” is a good song for a 
bass but a baritone or even a tenor can get away 
with it, The same may be said of “Ben Bolt,” 
“In the Gloaming” or “AN Through the Night.” 
But such songs as “Asleep in the Deep” or “Big 
Bass Viol” have acoustic necessities that can only 
be satisfied by the organ-pedal volce-—the voice 
that can be felt as well as heard, The “Ride of 
the Valkyries” played on a zither would be no 
more ridiculous than a tenor singing “Rocked in 
the Cradle of the Deep.” And the Armorer’s Song . 
belongs to that category. Its distinguishing mark 
is its final descent into the lowest reaches of the 
scale on the words “the ar-ar-ar-ar-ar-ar-er ..., 
ar-ar-ar-ar-ar-ar ..,. morer, that is 1.” 


Nobody can fake that last note, It can only 
be produced by brawn and viscera. And it was 
that note which must have been resonating 
in their ears when members of the true faith 
met in the aisles after the show and spoke in this 
wise: “Boy! Did you hear that?.,, Did I? Bay!! 
..» What a voice, what a voice,,,. etc.”

THESE SOLEMN and eloquent tributes were 
fairly typical. They expressed the gratitude of 
men whose faith had once more been restored, 
It proved that men were still men and there was 
life in the old land yet. Basses everywhere 
should take heart from these demonstrations, 
They can be comforted also by the fact that they 
are less neglected now than they used to be, 
The bass was rarely used as a principal charac- 
ter in opera until the eighteenth century when 
Mozart went a step farther than any predecessor, 
Don Giovanni and Count Almaviva are sung by 
basses, but the kind of music written for these 
characters doesn’t really curl the hair, Sarastro 
in “The Magic Flute” is better. He is down there 
in the deep most of the time.

THE FATTEST PART for an operatic bass is 
“Boris Godounov,” by the Russian composer 
Moussorgsky. This is not surprising. The Rus- 
sians have always been partial to strong drink 
and deep voices and there is a special kind of 
voice called the contra-bass which is found only 
in Russia. The contra-bass can sing so low that 
he makes “Asleep in the Deep” sound like an aria 
for tenor. He hits an F four ledger lines below the 
bass staff. : 


That's marvelous, but it is carrying a good 
thing a little too far. What the faithful would 
like is not something that outrages nature, but 
a wider recognition of the fact that a bass voice 
is the proper instrument for expressing the 
heroic virtues. The bass ia the voice of com- 
mand. Its low frequencies carry farther, You 
can hear a bass through a brick wall. It is also 
stronger. One good bass can balance two tenors, 
three contraltos and four sopranos, 
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THE FAITHFUL, may I add, are all basses 
themselves or would like to be. For though the 
high tenor is the rarest of all male voices, most 
males prefer to think of themselves as talking 
and singing in the rich, deep inflections of the 
basso profundo, They associate it with hair on 
the chest and money in the bank. The possessor 
of such a voice has the same pride that Samson 
had in his strength and Solomon in his wisdom. 


A story by an unidentified author expresses 
this pride so aptly that it has become imbedded 
in the folklore of the South. A strapping colored 
boy, about to be executed, was asked if he had 
anything to say. 

“All I's got to say,” he answered, looking about 
him more in sorrow than in anger, “is that you 
all is hanging the best bass singer in Tennessee,”

' has never been practical, Grandma 


lost more jars or tins when she 
canned them that way than she 
saved in perfect condition. There 
are just too many organisms float- 
ing around in the air and ready 
to drop into the boiling hot toma- 
toes in the jar before the speedi- 
est homemaker can get a sterile 
lid onto the jar, and many of these 
organisms are sturdy enough to go 
right on living and multiplying in 
a food as acid na tomatoes, Then, 
too, certain varieties of tomatoes 
are not as acid as oldtime varities 
once were, In fact, some varieties 
are almost on the non-acid border 
line and these are much harder 
to keep than those with high acid 
content. So if you want tomatoes 
to keep perfectly, follow the direc- 
tions in our Government bulletins 
for processing which is in a water 
bath and counting 45 minutes for 
quart jars and 35 minutes for pints 
from the time the water in the 
bath actually starts to boll. Apd 
some of the most careful home- 
makers in the South are process 
ing their tomatoes. in the preasure 
cooker at five pounds pressure for 
ten minutes, and in analyses for 
vitamin C content are found to be 
as high in vitamin C as those 
processed in the water bath, 


Mushroom Souffle. 

One-fourth cup butter, one and 
one-half cups sileed fresh mush- 
rooms (one-half to threedourths 
pound), one-fourth cup finely 
diced celery, one-fourth cup flour, 
one cup milk, two chicken-flavored 
boulllon cubes, four eggs, sepa- 
rated, 

Melt butter In skillet, Add mush- 
rooms and celery and saute for 
five minutes, Push vegetables to 
one side and blend flour into but- 
ter. Add thd milk gradually and 
then the boulllon cubes. Bring to 
a boll over jow heat atirring con- 
stantly until smooth and thick- 
ened, Beat egg yolks thoroughly. 
Gradually add the cream sauce 
mixture. Cool slightly and fold in 
the stiffly beaten egg whites. Turn 
into a greased aix-cup casserole, 
Bake directly on rack at 325 de- 
grees Fahrenheit (moderately low) 
for 60 minutes, Serve immediately 
plain or with ereamed chicken or 
sweetbreads, Five generous serv- 
ings.

NEW YORK, TURSDAY 

T is, of course, perfectly obvi- 

ous that all the people of the 

country cannot lay down the 
rules for the manner in which 
their objectives in domestic and 
foroign policy shall be achieved, 
We have a State Department and 
various other departments in the 
government to plan the ways and 
means of achieving these resulta. 

We have a Congress to keep the 
people in touch with the way their 
business is being conducted, and 
it is through the election of these 
legislative representatives that the 
people show their approval or dis- 
approval of current events, The 
President is the elected executive 
representative of the people. His 
appointees assume the jobs which 
he gives them and, in their ad- 
ministrative capacity, they are 
responsible to him and to Con- 
gress, 

+ > > 

THE PEOPLE'S CONTROL is 
through the election of their Pres- 
ident and their Congress, and it 
is the general policy, both domes- 
tic and foreign, which the people 
pass on, When the people aay, 
“What is our foreign policy?,” 


then these representatives should’ 


begin to be concerned, for obvious- 
ly a part of their obligation is not 
belng carried out. 

We sometimes find that not only 
our foreign policy but our domes 
tic policy is so little understood 
by the majority of the people that 
it might truthfully be said that 
indifference to these vital ques- 
tions was what gave their leaders 
the opportunity to function, In 
other words, in return for not be- 
ing well-informed, the people shove 
all their responsibility onto a few 
government officials, When things 
go badly, they blame their repre- 
sentatives, but if they go well, the 
people are complacent and think 
they have made a positive contri- 
bution, whereas for the moat part 
their contribution is a very nega- 
tive thing.

PROGRESS is rarely achieved 


by indifference buf, as a people, 
we are not really indifferent to 
the basic ee affecting our 
foreign policy and we can easily 
endaiitend it if we will. 

Let us begin with our nearest 
neighbora, the countries to the 
north and south of usa. Something 
we call a good neighbor policy has 
been inaugurated between ua, 
With Canada, it is wells estab- 
lished. Our mutual Interests are 
underatood and we can almoat 
take each other's good intentions 
for granted, 

To carry out the good neighbor 
policy in Central and South Amer- 
ica, in Mexico and the Caribbean, 
we muat have constant intercourse 
and continual underatanding on 
the cultural and social level. This 
we have been achieving increas- 
ingly through the exchange of stu- 
dents, workers, professors, books 
and samples of our arts, 

Our business relationa are most 
Important. If they are reciprocal 
and benefit: both sides, they in- 
crease our good feeling. If, how- 
ever, our business men engage in 
sharp practices and try to exploit 
our neighbors, then our relations 
are endangered. 


T THINK we "made a mistake 
when we offered to equip and co- 
ordinate the military services of 
various countries in this hemi- 
aphere, because we seemed to be 
creating a military group. And 
this will inevitably make other 
countries feel that we are trying 
to control the nations of this 
hemisphere, and that our pur- 
poses are not exclusively defensive 
but might become aggressive. 

I can well understand why our 
war and navy departments might 
think this plan a good idea, But 


.I should think our people would 


feel that it might menace our 
peaceful relationship with these 
countries, and that it might create 
uncertainty in other nations 
farther away with whom we are

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Girl’ Who 


Jacqueline Colburn All

SPRINGFIELD, ILL., Aug. 14, 

HE inquest into the death of 
T Lawrence Barregarye was 

about to begin. Into the room, 
erect in her Invalid’s chair, Jacque- 
line Colburn was wheeled, In her 
eyes was a look of worry and dread 
and she glanced pleadingly into 
the faces of the men gathered 
there, but she was unafraid. She 
was there to tell how she had 
killed her stepfather and why. It 
was an ordeal but she faced it 
without flinching. 

The frail but pretty girl, with 
twisted legs and rigid, wasted 
arma, told how her stepfather had 
struck her and threatened to kill 
her and how she had persuaded 
her mother to get a revolver for 
her, so that she could defend her- 
self. “There was nobody to help 
us,” she said, “and I was afraid.” 

She told how the man advanced 
upon her with a pair of scissors in 
hia hand, shouting that he would 
kill her, and shrank back in her 
chair at the telling. 

“To atop him,” said Coroner W, 
L. Dragoo, with a gently leading 
question, “what did you do?” 

"T shot him,” said Jacqueline 
tonelessly. 

When Jacqueline was a child she 
ran and played like other chil- 
dren until she was 4 years old, 
Then she suffered an attack of 
rheumatic fever that left her with 
weakened legs. For two years she 
could walk a little, limpingly, and 
tried to propel herself on a tri- 
cycle, but with little success. Then 
arthritis fastened upon her and 
her legs became twisted and use- 
leas. Fur several years she lay 
in bed, perfectly helpless. At last 
there was a little improvement. 
Slight sensation came back to her 
lege, which had been as though 
frozen. Lying out in the sun, she 
said: “Mother, I feel like I’m 
thawing out,” 


Gradually her condition im- 
proved to such an extent that she 
could ait in the wheel chair that 
was procured for her and propel 
herself about the house. For a 
few montha she was sent to a 
achool for disabled children, but 
she was disabled to such’an ex- 
tent that the teacher could not 
give her the care that she required, 
Then for five years a _ teacher 
came to the house and taught her 
there. She wrote little stories and 
letters to friends who had become 
interested in her. She listened 
to the radio and sometimes she 
was carried to church and to 
the movies, but as she grew older 
she became sensitive about her 
condition and did not wish to be 
taken out, 

Through it all she was cheer- 
ful, her active mind triumphing 
over her physical frailty, “It took 
little to make her very, very 
happy,” her mother says. ,Baf- 
fling situations were a challenge 
to her. She was ever trying to de- 
vise ways to mitigate her help- 
lesaneas, It troubled her that she 
had to be fed like a baby, This 
was because, although she had 
control of her fingers, she could 
lift her stiffened arms only a lit- 
tle, not enough to carry food to 
her mouth, 

One day while her mother was 
away, with the help of her little 
half-brother, Larry, she fashioned 
a foot-long ‘stick with a fork 
fastened to its end, which she 
could handle with her fingers and 
lift food to her mouth, Larry 
gleefully met his mother when 
she returned and said he and 
Jackie had’ a surprise for her, 
And there sat Jacqueline with her 
eating utensil, very proud and 
happy. After that she could take 
food unassisted and dripk through 
a tube that she could handle with 
her, fingers. ” 

Her wish was that she could

go to one of the operas that she 
heard on the radio. She never 
got to go, but when Nelson Eddy 
came to town friends took her to 
hear him sing, for he was her 
favorite radio singer, Eddy was 
told that she was there end that 
she admired him very much and 
he autographed his photograph 
for her and that is the possession 
that she prizes most, One thing 
and another helped her to be 
happy in spite of her affliction 
and she never gave way to the 
bitterness that comes to many dis- 
abled persona, 

Proof of this waa that ahe loved 
children and they loved her. 
Neighbors going out for the eve- 
ning brought their little ones for 
her to look after while they were 
gone, trusting her to take good 
care of them, and It pleased her 
to be useful in that way.

Life was hard for Jacqueline’s 
mother. Shortly after the child 
was stricken her husband went 
away and didn't return, After a 
few years there was a divorce 
and she was married to Barre- 
garye. He was kind to Jacque- 
line and her younger alster at 
first, but later he developed a 
strong dislike for the helpless 
girl and became increasingly 
abusive to her and her mother. 
There was a separation and Mrs. 
Barregarye filed suit for. divorce, 
but her lawyer, G. W. Horsley, 
brought them together at his of- 
fice and effected a reconciliation. 
The situation grew steadily worse, 
however, with Barregarye fiying 
into rages and striking his wife 


and atepchild and threatening to, 


kill both of them, 

In March, Mrs. Barregarye says, 
her husband struck her in the 
face and said he would get his 
knife “and finish it.” He went up 
stairs and she ran out and went 
to the lawyer's office. When she 
returned home after her husband 
had been arrested, she took his 
shotgun and his knife to a 
neighbor. 

On Saturday before the killing 
Barregarye became enraged when 
hia wife asked for money to pay 
the children’s insurance = and

struck her with a milk bottle and 
slapped Jacqueline. Afterward 
Jacqueline, who is 19 years old, 
insisted that they do something 
to defend themselves, There should 
be a revolver in the house, There 
was no money with which to 
buy one, except that Jacqueline 
had $3 that her sister had sent 
her. She suggested that her radio 
be pawned, but they decided that 
it would be better to pawn her 
watch. Mrs. Barregarye called up 
a pawnbroker and asked him if 
he would exchange a revolver for 
the watch. He said he would. 
Mra, Rarregarye took the watch 
to the pawn shop and the trade 
was made, 

At the aupper table on Tuesday 
evening at the pretty home at 2634 
South Seventh street, there was 
another acene over money matters 
and the question of divorce, Mra, 
Barregarye was #0 upset that she 
couldn't eat. After the smal] chil- 
dren, Larry, 9 and Marilyn, 8, had 
eaten, she took them for a walk 
in the park. Barregarye also left 
but returned in a little while, Jac- 
queline had taken a pair of scla- 
sors from his desk and after using 
them was replacing them when 
Barregarye re-entered, “What are 
you doing at my desk?” he de- 
manded, and profanely called her 
a meddier and trouble maker, 


Jacqueline says he snatched the 
scissors from the drawer with 
such violence that the drawer was 
jerked out and fell to the floor 
and papers were scattered. “He 
came at me with the scissors,” 
Jacqueline says, “and yelling he 
was going to kill me, I backed 
my wheel chair trying to get away 
from him but he kept coming, 
Then with my left hand I drew 
the gun I had been hiding in the 
blouse of my housecoat and shot 
him. He was on me by this time 
and threw me to the floor, grap- 
pling for the gun. He turned the

A jury of six elderly re- 
tired men was called, Before the 
testimony began Coroner Dragoo 
took the jurors into his private 
office and outlined the case to 
them #0 as to obviate extensive 
questioning of Jacqueline and her 
mother, When the jurora had re- 
turned and had taken their places, 
Jacqueline was brought in, accom- 
panied by her mother, and they 
were permitted to remain in the 
private office during the prelimi- 
nary proceedings, 

Dean Bates, a neighbor, told how 
Mrs. Barregarye had come to his 
house in March with blood on her 
face and later had brought her the 
shotgun and knife. By another 
witness it was shown that Barre- 
garye was under a peace bond 
when he was killed. 

Mrs. Barregarye at the first 
question broke down and sobbed. 
Regaining her composure, she told 
how her husband had abused her 
and Jacqueline and how Jacque- 
line had finally sald that they 
would have to have some protec- 
tion. She had said to Jacqueline: 
"Tf it means that much to you, I'll 
get you a gun,” and had got one 
by trading the watch for it. 

Jacqueline, in telling how Barre- 
garye had tried to wrest the gun 
from her, held up her smal) hand 
with a bruised finger. “He hurt 
my finger,” ahe sald, “but I fought 
him off with the scissors.” 

The jurors, who had listened 
sympathetically, didn’t leave their 
seats. The coroner'a sdcretary 
rapped out a verdict of self de- 
fense, justifiable homicide, The 
jurors nodded thelr approval and 
Charles Quaintance, the foreman, 
said “Fair enough.”
